This is response to communication filed 09/28/2010. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19-37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record failed to teach or suggest A method for at least one of electronically encoding, decoding 
and transmitting location information of objects for a map, the method comprising: 

at least one of electronically encoding using an encoding device, decoding using a 
decoding device and transmitting an electronic data packet using a transmitting device, the data 
packet containing location information of at least one object for a map, the location information 
of at least one object including locating information and description information, wherein the 
data packet separately contains the locating information and the description information, and 
includes assignment information assigning at least a part of the locating information to at least a 
part of the description information as recited in claims 19, 30, 31, 33 and 36. 

Claims 20-29, 32, 34, 35 and 37 are depended of their parent claims, therefore, the claims 
are allowed.
